Fin Com Say: 
Yes - But 


The Wilmington Finance Committee, meeting a 
week ago last night, said ‘Yes - But"’ to the pro- 
posal that an addition to the High School be built 
in back of the present High School. 

The “But” part was really two parts - one of 
them being that the Finance Committee was not in 
favor of taking the five private homes on Wildwood. | 
Street, proposed in Article One of tonight’s meet- 
ing - and the second part being that the Finance 
Committee is in favor of looking over architects 


before the planning goes ahead. 


‘The Finance Committee got a 
definite committal from the Town 
Manager that he would hold off 
for a couple of weeks, before 
ming any contract with any 
architect - this presumably to 
allow the Finance Committee to 
investigate further on the offer 
of an architect to build an addi- 
tion for $6 million - one that would 
include a swimming pool, etc. 
Prices talked about have gone up 
to $13,000,000, 

Article One would take 17.5 acres 
of land to further supply area for 
the High School. Included would 
be two acres of the Baptist Church 
property, and five homes, one of 
them with a chicken farm. The 
five homes are all on Wildwood 
Street. . 

School Committeeman John 
Brooks, called to the Finance 
Committee meeting declaréd him- 
self against the taking of any 
homes, anywhere, and told the 
Fincom that the recommendation 
had come from an out-ot-town 
source. Plans which the Finance 
Committee had seen, prior to 
last week, all showed the homes 
as being left alone, and only back 
land being taken for the school. 
Brooks agreed that this was so 

‘The Fincom discussed for some 
time the advantages of leaving 
200 to 225 feet from Wildwood 
‘Street, for the homeowners, and 
all seemed in accord. But they 


themselves were unable to amend 

the article. They accepted the 
article as it stood, and with an un- 
expressed hope that it would be 
amended on the Town Meeting 
Floor, 

Article Two asks that the town 
raise a sum of money ($180,000) 
for architectural services in pre- 
paring plans for the new addition 

‘The $180,000 figure was ap- 
proved. $18,000 from taxes and 
$162,000 in bonds, but, on un- 
animous vote, the Town Manager 
Is to refrain from signing a con- 
tract with any architect, (chosen 
by the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee) until the Finance Com- 
mittee has had more time for 
investigations. 

Turned down was Article Three. 
to raise the sum of $6,000 to pay 
members of the Fire Department 
for overtime incurred in 1969, 
while the firemen were working 
previous to union agreement. 
The Finance Committee decided 
‘that the money being asked for 
was in effect re-troactive, as it

Baptist Land 
Being taken Too 


The Board of Selectmen and the 
School Committee held hearings, 
Monday night on the proposed 
taking of the land along Wildwood 
Street for the new addition to the 
High School. 

Mentioned only briefly in the 
School Committee hearing was 
the fact that two acres of land 
are being taken in back of the 
First Baptist Church for school 
Purposes, land that is Baptist 
Property. Much of it is low and 
almost swampy, but not all. 

The Rev. Robert Smith, when 
later asked as to the outlook of 
his church, said it was not happy 
at the prospect. The church wants 
the land for future development 
But he appeared to be resigned to 
a taking by eminent domain by 
the town. The value of the land 
as shown on the tax rolls is $7500. 

‘The landowners along Wildwood 
Street were not resigned to the 
taking however. 


YOU ARE TAKING AWAY MY 
told the Board of Selectmen. 


Carmen Luongo, chicken far- 
mer, and Tim Pilla appeared 
before the Selectmen, as both 
have agricultural property, in a 
hearing held for owners of pro- 
perty of that class, before eminent 
domain proceedings. 

Pilla suggested that the town 
could take 30 acres of land across 
from the school site, on Wildwood 
Street, land that extends to Fede- 
ral Street, and a part of which 
the town already owns. There 
are no homes on that land, he 
said. The football stadium, and 
other sports facilities could very 
well be across Wildwood Street, 
he suggested. 

Luongo was not happy. He has 
16,000 hens on the property, in a 
Telatively new hen house he built 
a few years ago. 

He told the Selectmen that he 
‘would be “taking a licking in per- 
sonal property’’ if the land was 
taken from him

Acting as a private individual, Selectman George Boylen 
told the Wilmington Planning Board, Tuesday night, that the 
tax rate in Wilmington this year will be $50, and after the 
high school addition is built it will be $60.

What Wilmington 
Voters Think 


Wilmington voters are divided by party affiliation on the 
question of reducing the size of the legislature, but they 
‘strongly reject both increased state taxes. and any state action 
to compel the Town to provide housing for non-resident poor 
families. These conclusions are the results of a public opin- 
ion survey released this week by State Representative Fred 
F. Cain. 

‘The opinion questionnaire was mailed last Fall to over four 
thousand households in Wilmington. 

By a margin of almost nine to one, Wilmington opinion 
opposes legalizing the sale of marijuana. Over seventy per- 
cent of the voters favor legalizing the sale of birth control 
materials and the provision of birth control information. On 
the other hand, slightly more than half of the replies opposed 
the legalizing of abortion for other than medical reasons. 

In general, Wilmington voters strongly support increased 
spending and more authority by the police to control crime 
in the streets. Similarly most voters prefer higher expen- 
ditures and stiffer penalties to combat pollution. With the 
most overwhelming “yes"’ in the survey, ninety-three per- 
cent endorsed a merit system to reduce insurance costs for 
drivers with good accident records. 

Most voters, 92.5%, want their State Representative to con- 
tinue his efforts to obtain state and county funds to replace 
bridges, improve roads and construct sidewalks. They also 
expect their legislator by a vote of 87.5% to give priority in 
time and effort to requests for assistance from Town offi- 
cials and residents. ' 

Approximately eighty percent registered opposition to in- 
creased state taxes to pay for expanded public services. Even 
if increased state taxes were used to reduce the Town real 
estate tax, sixty percent of the voters would oppose the in- 
crease. Higher taxes for public transportation were also re- 
Jected by 77.6% of the respondents. 

Neither the income tax nor the sales tax found favor with 
the voters, but almost three times as many voters preferred 
the sales tax. In sharp contrast to their negative attitudes 
on taxes, the voters endorsed a state lottery to raise money 
for, state and local government. with 63.8% in favor, 2.5% op- 
Posed and 29.2% undecided 

~ -Gpinton-was equally divided on the question of legalizing 
gambling in Massachusetts, 

For the most part Democrats, Independents and Republi- 
cans displayed similar views on public issues, although Dem- 
ocrats tended to be more conservative in opposing change. 
Unlike Independents and Republicans, the Democrats were 
unfavorable to reducing the size of the legislature, to elim- 
inating or reducing veterans preference in civil service jobs 
and to legalizing non-medical abortions, Democrats also 
disagreed with Independents and Republicans in favoring 
legalized gambling.

When the Town Meeting assembles, at 
7:30 tonight. the voters will find out that 
something called the SBAB has them 
lined up, as targets, and will shoot them 
down if the voters don’t do exactly as 
SBAB wants. 

It may be a Town Meeting - it may be 
an expression of the people. a free will 
expression, but if the voters do not confirm 
the individual thoughts of the man who is 
the SBAB in Boston - the town will pay the 
penalty. and in. costs of six or more 
figures, 

Who is the SBAB? 

It started off, over twenty years, maybe 
over thirty years ago, with a different 
name, and has had several names in the 
intervening years. It was, some years ago 
the School Building Assistance Commis- 
sion, an independent body. Today it is the 
School Building Assistance Board and 
consists of one man. basically. in the 
State Department of Education, 

If he says the school corridors are to be 
nine feet wide, don’t try to make them 
eight feet eleven and one half inches. If 
he says a class room should have so many 
square feet - don’t try to make it smaller, 
by one foot. If he says there shall be so 
many acres of land - then so many acres 
of land there shall be. It is all up to him - 
as an individual, 

‘There is no law - no.policy. It is a man 
who does the deciding. and that is that. 
He has all the towns and cities of Massa- 
chusetts in the palm of his hand. and he 
alone has the power. 

How does he get this power? 

It's easy. Either the towns and cities 
will conform to his ideas, or there will be 
no money forthcoming for School Building 
Assistance. Just on his say so. 

Wilmington receives. from SBAB, a 50% 
repayment on the principal costs of the 
schools built - not on the costs of land. not 
on the costs of interest. In effect the 
fifty percent just about pays the interest, 


in a twenty year period. 
Originally the SBAB was set up to help 
the towns and cities of Massachusetts 


standardize their school plans. and save 


SBA 


money, 

It was a good idea - use the power of the 
state to help the towns and cities econo- 
mize. 

But, it never worked out that way) In- 
stead, any school plan submitted has to 
be “improved” before it will be accepted 
by the SBAB. Money is no object. Let 
the Taxpayers Pay. 

Remember the Round Schools of Wil- 
mington? The Glen Road and the Boutwell 
Schools - standardized plans, owned by 
the town. with the most construction for 
the dollar. A real attempt at saving the 
Taxpayers Money 

Some of the local politicians succeeded 
in killing off that idea. in Wilmington. but 
then the Town of Saugus took it up. In 
Saugus it wasn't the local pols who did in 
the economy idea - it was the then SBAC. 
Don't try to save money! Let the Tax- 
payer Pay 

The SBAB says that a High School in a 
rural area, shall have thirty acres of land. 
plus one acre for each 100 pupils. That 
means. for Wilmington High School. even 
with the land now owned and the land pro- 
posed to be taken. there isn’t quite enough 
land. If the voters refuse to take the 
homes of the five families on Wildwood 
Street the SBAB may very well refuse to 
pay the 50% reimbursement, and the tax- 
payer will really be gunned down 

But there are some on the Finance Com- 
mittee who feel that it would be a good 
to challenge the SBAB. And there are 
some on the School Committee. Possibly 
there are citizens. too. : 

The late Malcolm J. White of Woburn. 
who. after World War Two represented 
Woburn, Reading. North Reading and 
Wilmington in the Legislature once de- 
clared that it was not worthwhile for any 
town to accept SBAC aid, because the town 
‘spent more than it received. But he could 
see no way clear for a town to refuse the 
aid, once it had started. 

This was in the days when the present 
High School was first being planned. 
Since then the SBAC has become the 
SBAB. and is even more costly.

Just Too Bad 


Wilmington, with a Town Manager form of government, 
approaches the Town Meeting tonight with a remarkable 
lack of thinking and planning. The Board of Selectmen 
and the School Committee met in an executive session, 
Monday night, - a one minute to midnight sort of thing, 
but for five or six years the plannirig, the looking ahead 
that could have been has been remarkably absent.

Then it will have to be pumped out, as needed - say 
$4,000 a year. 

That hundred thousand, plus the yearly payments. 
could have done a lot towards paying for construction 
of a sewer to connect with the MDC sewer on Woburn 
Street - if there had been some forethought - some 
centralized planning

Voters attending the Special 
Town Meeting will have an oppor- 
tunity to compare existing proce- 
dures with the changes recommen- 
ded by the Town By-Law Study 
Committee. 

‘As a general principle, the 
Committee would propose a 
change in by-law provisions only 
when persuaded that the reasons 
for change were clearly apparent 
In considering town meeting pro- 
cedures. any amendment must be 
exarined both from the viewpoint 
of the General Laws and of the 
traditional practices based upon 
generations of experience. For 
the most part, the ground rules

Meeting, and few changes other 
thon tecinucllPlaiioeie eng 
offered. The one major ex: 
is a new Section 2 which would in- 
crease the term of office for the 
Town Moderator from one year 
to three years. This section 
would also spell out the methods 
for electing a new moderator in 
the case of a vacancy and for the 
designating of a temporary mode- 
rator in the absence of the 

noderator. 

‘The Committee concluded ‘that 
‘a longer, three-year term was 
preferable to an annual election, 
because the cost of running for 
election is increasing each year, 
and the burden of an annual cam- 
paign for office is discouraging 
to persons most qualified to serve 
as Moderator. A three year term 
is more likely to insure capable 
candidates in future years 

Relatively minor changes are 
proposed in Section 14, which 
specifies the precedence of 
motions and amendments in the 
parliamentary procedure em- 
ployed at town meetings. ‘The 
three most priviliged motions 
(to adjourn, to lay on the table and 
for the previous question) would 
continue to be decided without 
debate, as is current practice. 
Similarly, no change is proposed 
in the ten minutes of debate now 
allowed for the next three motions 
in order of precedence (to close 
debate at a specific time. to post- 


Committee's recommendation 
rather than the ten minutes now 
allowed, and each speaker would 
be permitted a maximum of five 
minutes instead of the three

‘The Committee has also pro-

Dear Larz 

1 am writing this letter to you 
in the hope that someone may be 
able to help us. Iam manager of 
the Wilmington Crusaders Drum 
& Bugle Corps. 

Ten years ago we started the 
corps in order to give the youth 
of the town a wholesome activity. 
and have been very proud over 
the years to have been associated 
with the boys and girls in the past 
and those who became over age. 
and those who are now participat: 
ing 

Lately we have had our buses 
and equipment truck parked in a 
gas station next to the Plaza. The 
first week. the truck was parked 
there someone broke into it and 
broke a hasp and lock off a cabinet 
and stole 4 sabres. valued at 
$39.50 each. These sabres could 
be dangerous if not properly used. 

‘A few weeks after that, someone 
kicked in an aluminun panel of the 
door and again broke into this 
cabinet and stole 12 pair of drum 
sticks valued at approximately 
$22.00, The worst of all, again 
this past Wednesday night after 


10:30, or early Thursday. they 
broke in again and this time stole 
3 complete sets of cymbals valued 
at over $300.00. They also 
stripped the chin straps, and 
chains off 1 hats. These are 
valued at about $8.00 each, We 


didn't discover this until we went 
to parade in Winchedon this past 
Saturday, which left us in a bind 
with no cymbals 

All of this equipment cannot be 
used by anybody except someone 
in a band or perhaps another 
corps. The sticks and cymbals 
are much too heavy to be used for 
a trap set ina rock and roll band. 

At present our finances will not 
allow us to replenish the stolen 
equipment. I cannot imagine any 
parent not questioning a youngster 
bringing home this type of equip- 
ment (that is, of course, if it was 
taken home). We cannot go on 
borrowing cymbals from other 
drum corps all the time, and they 
are an important part of our 
routine
